ARBITRATION REJECTED.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., February 6.—[Spe- 
cial.|~-Today the police commission, as fore- 
shadewed in last night’s dispatch, presented a 
proposition to the city council agreeing to sub- 
mit the question at issue between them and 
the city council to arbitration, to Jadge Trew- 
hitt and Chancellor Bradford, agreeing that 
they should select a third judge.

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“THE FLORIDA FRAUDS. 


THE TRADE CARRIED ON INGREAT 
SAND HEAPS. 


A Visit to the London Offices, Where Trade is Made 
in the Popular Credulity—Teaching Young 
Men How to Farm—The Sarasota Swin- 
diers. How the Game is Worked. 

New YorK, February 6.—The London cor- 
respondent of the New York Herald has been 
inquiring into the Florida land frauds perpe- 
trated in that city. He says: 

I began wy inquiries today on Florida emi 
gration at the United States consulate, where I 
was informed that intending emigrants call 
almost daily to ask for advice. Consul Gen- 
eral Waller said: ‘‘The advice given is always 
thesame. Don't buy lan@, before you have 
seen it. Take nobody's a. on trust. Go 
out with a little money and wait six months to 
inspect the land. Then, ifyou hke everything 
buy, but not before.” 

As there is some danger of confounding 
honest with dishonest schemes in inquiries of 
this sort, I next interviewed a number of per- 
sons here connected with Florida, all of whom 
united in condemning the trickery of Tuit, 
the Sarasota hero, and the credulity of his 
Scotch patrons. Taitis not the only man 
blamed. T.G. Mellersh, not Mellish, as re- 
ported, is also much abused. He seems, how- 
ever, to hate been foouish rather than knavish. 
The conduct of a Chicago firm, said to be in- 
terested inthe Marion county “sand” bank 
called Belmore, is also denounced, 

I wasasked to call attention to the pro- 
cecdings of a “Pecksniflian” speculator named 
Stapleton, residing in or near Putnam county. 
Stapleton isthe son of an English canon of 
unimpeachable respectability, and seems to 


baye traded on the _ prestige attaching 
to bis clerical connections, am 
assured he has long been in 


the habit of enticipg young Englishmen to 
Florida on the preteusc of “teaching them 
farming.’ Once in his clutches, -he sets them 
to do work ascommon farfa‘hands, for which, 
instead of receiving wages, they have to pay a 
honus of S{00or 5500 per annum. Fina'ly 
Stapleton unloads himself of his less desirable 
lots, for which he extracts high prices from 
those persons. Mellershis a reputed agent of 
Stapleton. 

Doing my hest tolook like an intending 
emigrant, | next interviewed the managers of 
several Florida investment companies. Six 
or seven at least of these companies advertise 
their existence in London. Others discreetly 
hide their business. The first person inter- 
viewed was Mr. Williams, of No. 46 Leicester 
square, a gentleman of respectable appearance, 
who informed me he was part proprietor of 
land held by the “Florida Estates company,” 
strictly a private concern, which had solicited 
no public subscriptions and was entirely in 


the hands of Mr. Williams, his son and 
another gentleman. Together they own 


about five thousand acres—twenty-four hun- 
dred at St. Lucie, on the Indian river, and the 
rest in ‘Taylor and Lafayette counties. 

“What is the usual course adopted by emi- 
grants purchasing your land?” I asked. 

“They usually pay twenty per cent down 
before starting. In return we give them cer- 
tifiecates entitling them to take possession of 
any lot not already let.” 

“What is the climate like at St. Lucie?’’ 

“Delightful, below the frost line, and isa 
geod place for orange growing. Taylor and 
Lafayette counties are chieily good for raising 
cereals.” 

“Are there 
ready ?”’ 

“Yes, but they are scaticred 
nearest civilization, however, is at 
a beautiful place further north,” 

‘At what price do you sell land at St. Lu- 
cie ?”’ 

“It runs from $8 to 320 an acre. In three 
vears it should be worth $50 or $100 to pur- 
chasers,” 

Gn inquiring at the “East Florida Land and 
Improvement company,’ in Leadenhall street, 
1 was assured thatall the company’s land lay 
near St. Augustine: Nothing was previously 
known of the frauds as they were exposed in 
the Herald. The “Florida Land and Coloni- 
gation company,’ of No. 15 Austin Friars, was 
next visited. Several pamphlets, more flow- 
cry than the “Land of Flowers” itself, were 
banded to me in answer to questions about 
orange groves and emigration. By its 
own account the company owns ‘‘sey- 
enty thousand acres of land of the choicest 
character for sale, between 27; degrees and 
204 degrees of latitude. The land selected is 
the best in each locality and the settlers are 
offered a choice of great variety. The compa- 
ny owns the Sanford grant, including the town 
of Sanford; the Powell and Mackinnon grants, 
large tracts in Hillsboro county south of Tam- 
pa, and large tracts in Manatee, Hernando and 
Polk counties.’ Polk county is described in 
the pamphlets as salubrious and attractive. 

As clinching arguments, the purchasers are 
told that the South Florida railway passes 
through the company’s land, and that “sani- 
tary reports give the state the first place in the 
Union as regards healthfulness.”” I asked the 
price of land in this earthly paradise. It ran 
from =“0 to S50 an acre.* An official assured 
me it would be against the traditions of the 
company toaccept purchase money for land 
Lefore Inspection or to take out emigrants; but 
on reflection he thought that, if very much 
pressed, the company might consent to receive 
money as a deposit for land, and hinted that a 
personally conducted voyage might be ar- 
ranged,

On their arrival they found 
nothing but wastes and sand, while their lots, 
which they believed would be contiguous, 
were scattered all along the coast, with often 
ten or twelve miles between them. It’s a 
wonder Tait was not nched.

The Steamer Castle Craig Plays a Wild 
Eng2gement. 

New Oreans, February 6.—When the 
British steamer Castle Craig swung out from 
her wharf in the upper part of the city today 
on the trip to Liverpool, the pilot discovered 
that sbe would not obey her rudder, and gave 
orders to reverse the engine. The vessel was 
under full headway. however, and before the 
oider could be obeyed, she ran into the British 
ship, Erin’s Gem, lying at her wharf, scraping 
her side for thirty feet, tearing away the 
planks, straining her joints and causing the 
seam of the deck to open. Steering off from 
the Erin’s Gem,the Castle Craig struck the 
British ship, Equator, smashing her bowsprit, 

, knocking a hole in her side and crushing her 
port and starboard sides. The Equator parted 
her jines and the Castie Craig ran between hei 
and the wharf, doing considerable other dam- 
age, and finally got into clear water. Her of- 
ficers thought the damage was now over, but 
the next instant the Castle (Craig crashed into 
the British ship, Asian, leaving her a total 
wreck. Steering offagain she encountered 
the Equator for a second time, demolishing 
her timbers right and left. The Asin got 
another severe shaking up, and the Castle 
Craig turned her attention to the Norwegian 


bark Ophir, staying in her bulwarks. She 
then steamed out into the river and was 
anchored. There was intense excitement 


during the accidents, but the vessels being at 
their wharves, no lives were lost. The total 
damage caused by the Castle Craig will foot 
up to about $60,000, divided as follows: Erin's 


Gem, &7 000: Equator, $25,000: 
Asian, $25,000: Ophir, $2,000, 
and the wharf, $1,000. The damage to the 
Castle Craig isnot known. AH the injured 


vessels Will unload and run into docks for re- 
pairs. 

VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., February 6.—The 
harbor is entirely covered with ice this morn- 
ing and there appears to be considerable drift 
we inthesound. A fleet of twenty-eight ves- 
sels, including two barks and one brig, are 
fast in the ice.

STREWN WITH WRECKAGE. 


Eleven Wrecked Sailors Picked Up in an 
Open Boat at Sea. 

New YorK, February 6.—The steamer Wa. 
Burkett, arrived from Rio Janero, brought the 
crew of the American brig, Ada L. White, elev- 
en in all, picked upin an open boat at sea. 
The brig had foundered the previous day. The 
Burkett was covered with ice, and hada hard 
time to get to port. 

Several coasters and fishing vessels are miss- 
ing and supposed to be lost in the heavy 
gales of the present week. The New England 
coast is again lined with disabled vessels, 
most of which will be saved in a damaged 
condition, and which have come to grief prin- 
cipally through becoming unmanageable o 
account of the ice on thespars and rigging 
It took four hours} to clear 
the ice from the anchors" 
ofthe steamer Burkett above reported. No 
loss of life is reported by any of the wrecks on 
the coast, but frost bitten sailors abound. Sey- 
cral fishing vessels missing carried crews of 
fourteen to twenty men. 

From Portland, Maine, it is learned that 
the Portland harbor is almost completely frozen 
over. The sea is reported to be skimmed with 
ice along the shore as far as Two Lights. 

The brig George W. Whitford, from St. An- 
crews, W.I., January 6th, with cocanuts for 
New York, picked up in the gulf stream fif- 
tecn men ofthe Norwegian bark Catharine. 
Captain Jacob Whitford entered Long Island 
sound on the night of February $d, during a 
heavy storm, and had her jibboon and forward 
rigging carried away. She anchored oi! Ea- 
ton’s Neck and drifted about 17 miles, aud is 
now frozen in ice on the sound off Smithtown 
harbor. The vessel is tight. First mate, 
Stephen Hart, walked ashore on the ice to St. 
Johnsland for provisions, which gave out on 
account of the increased number in the crew. 

The steamer Dora Matthews arrived off Pen- 
sacola, Fia., today, bringing the master and 
crew of the schooner Mary Monroe, abandoned 
January 13th, in the neighborhood of the 
Kermuda islands. 
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THE MAYOR MAY RECOVER. 


The Mayor of Nashville Sucecceds in Securing 
His Salary. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 6.—-|Speciai.|}— 
Special Supreme Judge John 8. Cooper deliv- 
ered an elaborate opinion to-day in the case of 
T. A. Kercheval vs. Mayor and City Council of 
Nashville. Kercheval is the present mayor of 
Nashville. He seeks by mandamus to compel 
the city council to place the amount of com- 
pensation claimed by him as mayor for 15=6 in 
the budget for expenses of the city for said 
year, and also to compel the comptroller of the 
treasury to place his name on the list of city 
creditors, and to issue warrants on the city 
treasurer for the amounts claimed as due him 
as mayor for October and November. The cir- 
cuit court was of the opinion that the act was 
void and awarded writs of mandamus as pray- 
ed for inthe petition. The grounds of de- 
fense relied upon are, thatthe city council in 
Muay, 1-85, declared that, upon the expiration 
of the term of office of the mayor of the city, 
the mavor should receive no compensation ; 


second, if this ordinance is for any reason in- 
valid, the mayor is stopped from receiving 
compensation, because, in his 
canvass for said oflice. he 


declared that he would not claim any compen- 
sation for his services. The court decides that 
the legislature intended that the mayor should 
receive asalary, and there is no power in the 
common council to take entirely away the 
salary, though they may modify or alter it, 
nrovided they do this under the proper limi- 
tation. The mayor is not estoped by his 
declarations while a candidate tuat 
he would not receive a salary. If be had act- 
ually made such promise, such promise does 
not amount toa contract, and if it did would 
he in controvention ofthe policy of the low 
and void. It could only be binding in th 
rum of the conscience. The knowlodge by 
the mayor that the ordinance had been passed 
abolishing the salary before he was‘ didate 
being voi. it c.uld not estop him fot he may

A SINGULAR STORY. 


Two Mothers Released From Prison on the 
Petition of Their Mother. 

Mapison, Wis., February 6.—Governor 
Rusk last night pardoned two sisters from the 
state prison—Mrs, Rebecca Merroot, of Bara- 
boo, and Mrs. Margaret N. Cooley, of Mitchell, 
Dakota, who nine months ago perjured them- 
selves in the circuit court here in the endeav- 
or to sectre the acquital by an allibi of their 
brother, James Kirby, a notarious cracksman, 
who was tried for burglary. Kirby and #® 
palnamed Edwards, were found guilty 
and sent to the state prison for aterm of five 
years. The Merroot and Cooley women were 
subsequenlty arrested for perjury, and when 
they realized that the evidence of their guilt 
was uncontrovertible, they pleaded guilty. 
The scene in the court was harrowing at the 
time, each mother appearing before the judge 
for sentence with a babe in her arms. They 
were sent to the state prison for two years. 
One hour after the pardons had been signed 
Governor Ru+kel J-eceived a telegram from the 
aged mother of the two woman pleading that 
he might exténd clemency to them in order 
that they might be able to go to MeGregor, 
lowa, to attend the funeral of their sister, 
who, together with her husband and three chil- 
dren, perished in their burning dwelling Fri- 
day morning. Mrs. Merroot and Mrs, Cooley 
have always maintained that the perjury for 
which they had been sent to prison was com~ 
mitted through feax that their desperate 
brother would carry out his oft-made threat to 
murder them.

Intensive Farming, 

Mr. J. B. Hunnicutt, in the Newnan, Cia., 
Advertiser, says: 

Having received many letters of inquiry, 
how to raise corn on the intensive system, | 
have concluded to answer through your col- 
umns, if you think the matter of sufficient 
interest to give it space. I know you-are 
ready to pwblish any plan which you think 
will help the farmers. 

I plant double rows because |! 
stalks enough on au acre by any 
and still have ventrlation. 

1. Lay off rows six feet apart, sub-soiling 
each row, and put in compost pretty heavy, 
say 500 pounds per acre. 

2. Bed on this, sub-soiling each furrow. 

3. Lay off rows Is inches apart on either 
side of the composted furrow and put 159 
pounds peracre of good standard guano or 
phosphate, just as for cotton, aud drop corn 
18 to 24 inches apart in each row and cover 
lightly. 

4. When the corn is well up run one fur- 
row, With avery long narrow plow between 
the narrow rows and follow with hues. This 
completes first working. 

5. Ten days later run the same plow in the 
same furrow again.and run a common 23 inch 
scooter around on the other side of the corn 
and follow with hoes. This completes second 
working. 

6. Ten days later run around the inside 
rows with a larger plow, throwing fresh earth 
to the corn, and in this furrow put 500 pounds 
per acre of compost and plow out middle with 
scrape or sweep, and follow with hoes, This 
completes third working. 

7. Ten days later take a large shovel plow 
and run a good furrow inthe middle of the 
wide rows and put 150 pounds per acre of 
enano in this furrow and run around that 
furrow with broad scrapes (so shallow as not 
to cut many roots) until you get as near the 
corn as you wish. This completes the fourth 
plowing, and laysthe crop by with a slight 
rise in the middle of the wide row, and a 
slight depression toward each corn row. 

Now let us see what we have done, The 
corn has been cultivated with 14 furrows to 
six feet rows, and three or four hozings, each 
very light, but very essential. And, as to 
eost, we have cultivated much cheaper than 
the usual plan requires. We have invested 
about $10 per acre in fertilizing and 54 in 
work, thus: 

First manuring, 500 pounds compost...... 
Second manuring, 100 pounds guano 

Third manuring, 500 pounds compost............ 
Fourth manuring, 150 pounds guano...............
